California Rail Commission 
Officer Reports on Way to 
Meet Auto Competition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 4.—Sev- 
enteen street railway systems in 
California, representing an invest- 
ment of $130,000,000, today faced 
a major problem of meeting the 
competition of privately owned au- 
tomobiles. 

This was disclosed in an exhaust- 
ive report of street railway opera- 
tion in California, completed by J. 
G. Hunter of the transportation di- 
vision of the State-Railroad Com- 
mission. 

A plan of 5-cent fares based on 
the zone system in the larger cities 
was suggested as the best means of 
increasing revenues and meeting 
the competition of automobiles. 

Increases of street car fares on 
a flat rate basis for the entire sys- 
tem have in nearly all cases failed 
to produce the expected incrase in 
said the report. “On the other 
hand, no loss in revenues has been 
experienced where a 5-cent rate, 
based on the distance traveled in 
zone areas, has been adopted.“

Movie Houses. 


Two neighborhood motion pic- 
ture theaters operated by owners 
and their families without union 
help, were bombed early yesterday 


with $11,000 damage to sound ap- 
paratus and projection machines. 
The explesions in both cases were 
in the projection rooms. 

The first occurred at 1:20 a. m., 
at the Lemay Theater, 312 Lemay 
Ferry road, St. Louis County. Dam- 
age was estimated at $6000. 

The second, at 1:50 a. m., was at 
the Macklind Theater, 5415 Ar- 
senal street. Estimated damage 
was $5000. 

Mrs. I. M. Lau, 7829 Ivory ave- 


nue, owner of the Lemay Theater 


attributed the bombing to labor 
trouble. She has offered a reward 
of $500 for arrest and conviction of 
the bombers. The damage is in- 
sured. 

The interior of the Lemay pro- 
jection room was wrecked and @ 
hole was torn in the roof by the 
blast. A Deputy Sheriff who 
reached the theater a short time 
after the explosion said the fumes 
in the projection room indicated 
that nitroglycerin had been used. 
Entrance apparently was gained 
through a basement window, found 
unlocked. 

Irvin Lau, son of the owner and 
operator at the theater, told police 
he formerly paid dues to the Mo- 
tion Picture Operators’ Union, but 
never had received a union card. 
He said he had received no bills 
recently for the dues, $4.80 week- 
ly, and had neglected the pay- 
ments. Before he paid dues, Lau 
said, both the Operators’ union and 
the Musicians’ union picketed the 
theater. Until recently two union 
musicians and a union projection 
operator were employed, but, Lau 
said, high cost of sound pictures 
made their dismissal necessary. 

At the time the union employes 
were dismissed, Lau said, a mem- 
ber of the Operators’ Union called 
at the theater and said, “Why not 
straighten this matter out now, be- 
cause if you don't you will have 
trouble.” 

“The position of the bomb de- 
termined in my opinion the union 
membership of the man or men 
he as- 
serted. 

John B. Lueken, 4977 Odell ave- 
nue, owner of the Macklind The- 
ater, told police he has had no 
labor trouble. Like the Lemay. 
only members of the family are 
employed at his theater. Time of 
the blast was determined by a 
clock in the wrecked projection 
room which had stopped at 1:50. 
Projection and sound equipment 
were wrecked. The damage is in- 
sured. 

Union musicians are on strike at 
a number of motion picture houses 
because of a dispute over the num- 
ber of men to be employed in the 
orchestra. Previously the musici- 
ans engaged in a campaign against 
the installation of sound devices in 
the theaters, and in some cases 
forced theater operators using 
sound equipment: to employ large 
orchestras which played only two 
minutes at each show, and that in 
compliance with a union stipula- 
tion.

STUDENT SHOOTS 
SELF U DEATH 
AT MISSOURI 


William B. Rogers Sees 
Football Game and Then 
Contemplated, Note Says. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA Mo., Nov, 4.—Ex- 
plaining ina carefully written note 


that he had long contemplated kill 
ing himself, William B. Rog- 
ers, 23-year-old University of Mis. 
souri student in the college of arts 
and science, spent Saturday after- 
noon with his Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity brothers at the Missouri- 
Kansas Aggie football game and 
late at night went to his room and 
fatally shot himself. 

Two pistol shots were heard by 
Morse Condit of Bartlesville, Ok., 
and W. H. Johnson of Columbia, 
students who were in a  roor 
across the hall, They. found Rog- 
ers lying across a bed. He died 
an hour later in the University of 
Missouri Hospital. 

At his side was an old style .32- 
caliber revolver with two of its 
five shells discharged. Nearby 
were three letters. One, addresved 
to his fraternity brothers, explain- 
ed that his suicide was the result 
of long contemplation and also re- 
quested that several smal] bills be 
paid. 

A second, to Mrs. Minnie Rogers, 
his mother, of Trenton, Mo., and a 
third, to a young woman friend of 
Trenton, Mo., were both left sealed 
by E. G. Davis, Coroner. 

The bills amounted to about $506 
and were stacked neatly with 
the three notes. One bill was 
owed to the Phi Delta Theta 
chapter here. Rogers had been a 
member of Colorado College, Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo., chapter of the 
fraternity, but, although à frequent 
visitor at the chapter house here, 
was not affiliated. He often took 
his meals there, 

The youth was enrolled in n*rti- 
cultural chemistry and was a year 
ago laboratory assistant chemist to 
Dr. Henry D. Hooker, associate 
professor of horticulture in the 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
who was found dead of electric 
shock from a water heater in his 
bathtub a week ago Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Rogers was the nephew of Mrs. 
Carrie Rogers Clark, publisher of 
the Trenton (Mo.) Republican- 
Times. This father, who died in 
1914, was Noble Rogers, who was 
editor of the Republican-Times.

superintendent of insurance, has 
arranged for a hearing on the mat- 
ter at the City Hall Wednesday and 
Thursday. Deputy Superintendent 
Joseph Holland will conduct the 
hearing. 

“Twisting,” In the language of 
insurance men, is generally under- 
stood to mean persuading a policy 
holder to cash in his policy in one 
company in order to purchase @ 
policy in another company. In 
some States the practice is speci- 
fically prohibited by statute if 
there is any misrepresentation. 
There is no law covering the point 
in Missouri, but a regulation of the 
Insurance Department forbidding 


such practice where misrepresen- 


tation is involved has been in ef- 
fect since 1915. 

The Life Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion of St. Louſ recently appoint. 
ed a committee to investigate re- 
ports of “twisting” by St. Louis 
agents, and this committee had 
some correspondence with the State 
Insurance Department, but did not 
file any formal charges.

A strike of union employes at the 
Metropolitan Cleaning Co., 1710 
North Garrison avenue, was called 
today following the announcement 
Saturday that the St. Louis Clean- 
ers and Dyers’ Association had sev- 
ered relations with the Cleaners, 
Dyers an Pressers’ Union No. 
17920 and in the future would op- 
erate “open shop.” 

All but 10 of the 60 union em- 
ployes struck and the company is 
preparing to operate with non- 
union workers, E. C. Werner, presi- 
dent of the concern and head of the 
Association, announced. 

Werner charged that “gangsters” 
kept a number of the union work- 
ers from entering the plant. A po- 
liceman was stationed at the plant, 
but apparently found no call for his 
services, and occupied an easy 
chair in the office. At the next 
coraer a union representative with 
a “strike picket” banner pinned to 
his overcoat shivered with cold as 
he informed passersby that the 
Metropolitan concern was “unfair.” 

Four Abide by Agreement. 


A. M. Quinn, who has succeeded | 


Edward L. (Toots) Clark, as sec- 


retary and business agent of the 


union, denied that any intimidation 
was necessary to enforce the union 
strike order. 

The strike was called only at the 
Metropolitan plant today because 
of Werner's position as president of 
the association, although 21 of the 
25 concerns in the association have 
declared for open shop. Four com- 
panies, Tabler. Morgen, Staten Is- 
land and United Cleaning Co., have 
notified the union that they will 
abide by the present working 
agreement, which does not expire 
until Feb. 15. 

Quinn announced the Executive 
Committee of the union would meet 
tomorrow night to discuss the 
question of strikes at the other 
open shop plants. In a statement 
Saturday, Quinn charged the plant 
owners, with the exception of the 
four mentioned, with ignoring the 
Working agreement and attempting 
to force a general strike in an et- 
fort to establish an excuse for open 
shop operations. 

Say No Wage Cut Is Planned. 

The only explanation employers 
would give for reverting to the 


open shop after two years experi- 


ence with union conditions was, 
“we desire no further dealings 
with union leaders.“ No wage re- 
duction is planned at this time, al- 
though employers expressed them- 
selves in favor of a system by 
which employes are paid according 
to their skill and the nature of 
their services. Employers also de- 
sire to hire extra help not affiliated 
with organized labor when needed. 

The St. Louis Cleaners & Dyers 
Association is composed of whole- 
sale firms, which accepted union- 
ism in their plants two years ago. 
The Master Cleaners Association, a 
group of 19 retail firms headed by 
the Lupgstras Co., the largest 
cleaning concern in St. Louis, re- 
sisted the efforts of the union and

| DIRIGIBLE R-101 SPENDS 


FIRST NIGHT ALOFT IN TEST 


Cooling System Pipes, Broken by 
Vibration, to Be Replaced With 
Heavier Metal. 

By the Associated Press. 
CARDINGTON, England, Nov. 
4.—The dirigible R-101 was hitched 
to her mooring mast at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning after her first 
all night flight, which lasted 14 


hours. 

The huge airship, carrying a full 
crew and in command of Major 
Scott. carried out speed and alti- 
tude tests on the southern coast in 
the vicinity of the Isle of Wight. 

During the final operations for 
hooking the dirigible to the mast, 
the airship bumped her nose and 
tore the envelope but the struc- 
tural damage was slight. It was 
reported that during the flight 
three engines gave some trouble 
because of bends in the pipes of 
the cooling apparatus splitting. 
These were repaired with rubber 
hose. 

The operation in each case took 
about an hour. Officials said the 
experience proved the vibration in 
the engines too violent for dural- 
min pipes. They will be replaced 
by larger copper pipes. The air- 
ship will be ready for flight Tues- 
day.

NO CONSCRIPTION 
FOR ITALIANS ABROAD 


Modification of Claims Except 
During War Announced 
by Embassy. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Settle- 
ment of the long-standing question 
of military service in Italy of Ital- 
lans naturalized in the United 
States and persons bern of Italian 
parents while in America was in- 
dicated last night in an wnofficial 
statement of the Btefani Agency 
made public by the Italian em- 
bassy. 

The statement indicated that 
Italians naturalized in the two 
American continents would be free 
to return with exemption from 
military service to the land of their 
nativity. 

“The royal Italian Government, 
upon examining the proportion be-

said, “would have no interest to

National Honor and Disarmament.

RESIDENT HOOVER and Premier 


MacDonald are doing their utmost to 
take all diplomatic red tape and political 
pomposity out of international affairs, 
and treat them with outspoken good 
sense and business ability. Both evident- 
ly believe that the Paris pact to outlaw 
war is to be taken seriously, and must 
compel real disarmament by all signato- 
ries. The honor of every nation is in- 
volved in their adoption of that course. 

In the past it has been customary for 
any nation signing an arbitration treaty 
to exclude “vital interests” and “national 
honor” from the operation of such treaty. 
National honor, however, is something 
that no nation can lose except by dis- 
honoring itself. A nation, like an indi- 
vidual, can only be dishonored by its own 
action. I may be insulted, injured or 
kiNed; but no one can dishonor me un- 
loss I dishonor myself. What the vindi- 
cation of national honor demands is that 
the nation fulfill its pledged promise or 
bond. Dueling became obsolete because, 
instead of vindicating individual honor, 
it put the bully and swashbuckler on 
top.

Or, as 
Abraham Lincoln put it, “after much 
loss on both sides and no gain on either, 
the identical old questions as to terms 
of intercourse are again upon you. We 
shall only succeed by concert.” We fought 
a “war to end war,” we have solemnly 
promised to “outlaw war“; yet President 
Hoover tells us the world is today spend- 
ing more money on naval and military 
preparations than ever before in peace 
time: while Europe has now more men 
under arms than at any period of its 
history. 0 

Surely if national honor means any- 
thing real it means not only moral d 
verbal disarmament but real cutting 
down of all armament, naval, military, 
aerial and chemical.

Collective Intelligence. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
N your recent editorial on “The 


Strange Case of Man.“ you wondered 
how the human race would find out the 
deeper meaning of civilization and bring 
man himself to the amazing level of his 
works. Perhaps “collective intelligence” 
will do the trick. At any rate, this pas- 
sage from “The Old Savage in the New 
Civilization,” by Raymond B. Fosdick, 
will be of lsterest: 


The overshadowing need of our gen- 
eration is for an organizing intelli- 
gence dedicated to the advancement 
of the common good. We need brains 
of synthetic capacity. We need a 
planetary consciousness. We need an 
Aristotle. And what is the giant task 
that awaits this new intelligence, this 
encyclopedic brain? It is briefly this: 
to take stock of our planetary re- 
sources in the interest of a higher 
quality of life; to develop the method 
by which the population of the globe 
can best be sustained in health, com- 
fort and dignity; to organize the world 
for better advantage of the race. This 
task is obviously too great for a single 
brain. The world is now too vast and 
too complex to be grasped by a single 
philosopher. Even the mind of a Her- 
bert Spencer was unequal to it. When 
Aristotle comes again, it will be in the 
form of collective intelligence, the sus- 
tained thinking of many minds driv. 
ing toward a common goal. 
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THE CITY’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Since Mayor Miller and 27 of the 28 members 
ef the Board of Aldermen are for home rule over 
public utilities, it is important to determine how 
soon an ideal which means so much to the people of 
St. Louis can be realized. 

The city has a great opportunity to inaugurate the 
era of no more franchises to any public utility by 
prosecuting inquiry into the franchise claims of the 
street railway company. Comptroller Nolte called at- 
tention at the last meeting of the Transportation Sur- 
vey Commission to the status of what is known as the 
Jefferson avenue franchise. This franchise expired 
in 1912. The city thereupon filed suit to compel 
the then United Railways Co. to show by what right 
it continued to operate the line. The company claimed 
rights under both the Transit Co. franchise and the 
Central Traction grant. Circuit Judge Cave held 
that the Central Traction grant did- not apply, but 
he held that the Transit Co. franchise applied to 
the Jefferson avenue line and extended the com- 
pany’s right to operate it until 1939. The city ap 
pealed to the State Supreme Court but never pros- 
ecuted its appeal. After five years had elapsed an 
Associate City Counselor agreed in a stipulation dis- 
missing the appeal that it was the intention of the 
city to recognize the validity of the Transit Co. 
franchise as extending the company’s rights on all 
its lines until 1939. 

This gave undisputed effect to Judge Cave's deci- 
sion, but only so long as it should not again be chal- 
lenged in court. The stipulation made by an Asso- 
ciate City Counselor does not, of course, bind the 
city. Only the Board of Aldermen can do that. The 
validity of the Jefferson avenue franchise, as well as 
of several others, therefore turns upon the Cave 
decision. 

Judge Cave held that the Transit franchise, which 
authorized the purchase of street car lines and their 
franchises and the enjoyment and operation of the 
same “for a period expiring with the term of the 
franchise of the Southern Electric Railway” (1939), 
automatically extended any franchises which might 
be purchased to 1939. The city in its appeal con- 
tended that franchises could not be extended in any 
such indirect manner, that each must be clearly speci- 
fied, and the statement of intent to extend those so 
specified and to what year must be plainly stated in 
the ordinance. But that appeal was never pressed to a 
decision by the State Supreme Court. However, it 
is as logical today as it was then and could be re- 
newed at any time. Indeed, it was based upon the 
highest authority, a decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in a Cleveland street railway case 
delivered several years ago, and quoted with approval 
by the court in the Detroit street railway case in 
1919. The Cleveland decision said: 

The rules of construction which have been 
adopted by the courts in cases of public grants 
of this nature by the authorities of cities are 
of long standing. It has been held that such 
grants should be in plain language, that they 
should be certain and definite in their nature, 
and should contain no ambiguity in their terms. 
The legislative mind must be distinctly impressed 
with the unequivocal form of expression con- 
tained in the grant in order that the privileges 
may be intelligently granted or purposely with- 
held, It is a matter of common knowledge that 
grants of this character are usually prepared by 
those interested in them, and submitted to the 
Legislature with a view to obtain from such 
bodies the most liberal grant ef privileges which 
they are willing to give. This is one among many 
reasons why they are to be strictly construed. 


The Detroit decision, applying the principle stated 
in the Cleveland ease, said that it was impossible 
to hold that the effect of the Detroit franchise ordi- 
nance under consideration was to extend the earlier 
franchises which had a definite fixed duration. 
Applying that principle, it is impossible to hold 
that the effect of the Transit franchise was to extend 
the franchises of all the lines acquired by the Transit 
Co. to that of the maximum grant, that is, 1939. 
There is a great opportunity for the city in this 
matter. Mayor Miller and 27 Aldermen say they are 
for home rule over fares and service. Very good! By 
resuming the suit abandoned in the Supreme Court 
they can no doubt establish the city’s right to control 
to a degree some of the street car lines of the city 
long before 1939. No better preparation for home 
rule could be undertaken than to ascertain what the 
respective rights of the city and the street car com- 
pany are. Certainly no thought can be had of a new 
transportation system until it is known what grants 
to the streets already exist. The city should go right 
on where it left off when the Jefferson avenue com- 
promise was made. 

The matter stands just as the Post-Dispatch said 
last Wednesday. If the Mayor and the 27 Aldermen 
have the will to recapture control over street car 
fares and service they can do so. Where there is 8 
will there is a way. To ascertain the real franchise 
rights of the company is a way that needs only the 
courage and the man.

Announcement is made that the Daniel Guggenheim 
Fund for the Promotion of Aeronautics will go out of 
existence at the end of this year, having accomplished 
or seen well under way the purposes for which it was 
founded in January, 1926. The fund has spent $2,- 
500,000 and will distribute $500,000 more before wind- 
ing up its affairs. Among its final gifts are $100,- 
000 for an Airship Institute at Akron, to develop 
lighter-than-air craft, and $140,000 for organization of 
a complete aeronautical collection in the Library of 
Congress at Washington. 

Closing of the Guggenheim fund's books is another 
proof that aviation has shed its swaddling clothes and 
now can stand alone. Much remains to be done, of 
course, but subsidies no longer are necessary, for 
the industry has developed adequate research facili- 
ties of its own. The spectacular growth of aviatiou 


in the last few years can be traced directly to the 


Lindbergh flight and he Guggenheim fund. Spon- 
sors of the fund were quick to link their work with 
Lindbergh’s personality, and the result was his fa- 
mous tour of the country. 

One of the important contributions of the fund is 
the safe aircraft competition now drawing to a close 
at Mitchel Field, L. I. Government research over 
the world had been devoted more to speed, for mili- 
tary uses, than to safety. By offering $150,000 in 


prizes, the Guggenheim fund provided a powerful 


stimulus to development of safety devices, which are 
necessary before aviation can enjoy full public con- 
fidence. The variety of American and European 
craft now being demonstrated shows the success of 
the prize offer. The recent “blind flight” of Lieut. 
James H. Doolittle, guided only by instruments 
which make fog flying possible, was one result. 
The fund also has been liberal in gifts to colleges 
for scholarships, teaching and laboratory purposes. 
A roof-marking campaign was carried on, a model 
airway and weather reporting service organized on 
the Pacific coast and aviation publications were 
fostered. 

When the history of aviation is written a hundred 
years hence, the Guggenheim find will ve the sub- 
ject of an important chapter.

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CENSORSHIP FAILS AGAIN. : 

Several years ago a law was passed in England 
forbidding the publication of testimony in divorce 
actions. English publie opinion probably approved 
the experiment. Certainly public opinion in the 
United States has manifested its disgust at the print- 
ing of salacious, vulgar errancy and so, too, has edi- 
torial opinion. Now an English jurist, Judge Merri- 
vale, officiating in a suit involving titled persons, 
has pronounced the law as contrary to sound public 
policy. Further, he has exercised his official au- 
thority to void the law by making the publication of 
the forbidden matter entirely legal. He did this by 
rehearsing the salient points of the testimony in his 
summing up, publication of which is permissible. 
Judge Merrivale defends his action in these words: 


I've stated these facts because in my judgment 
it is not in the public interest that social crimes 
of this kind should be committed and that par- 
ticulars of the offenses should not be known to 
the world in which the people live. One of the 
deterrents to misconduct is publicity.

“The present state of America 
suffices to sho what a terrible 
judgment awaits those who do not 
understand. Thus, if man cannot 
definitely transform the age in 
which he has conquered nature in- 
t one rung higher on the ladder 
that leads him up to the spiritual 
world, then that which appears to 
be progress will mean a fall—not 
the First Fall, this time, but the 
last. For if the earth be materially 
conquered, but spirit vanquished at 
the same time, what other issue or 
solution can there be? The more 
all-important and significant mat- 
ter appears to be, the more does 
spirit alone really count. A final 
material victory not permeated by 
spirit would mean absolute death. 
For, ultimately, man is nothing but 
spirit.” | 

There appears to be some con- 
fusion in Keyserling’s discussion of 
America, and at times one suspects 
that a good ceal of intellectual 
hair-splitting is employed by way 
of reconciling contradictions in the 
discourse. For instance, it seems 
a bit light-headed in the author, 
considering all that he says about 
the American lapse into the primi- 
tive and the coming dark age, to 
rhapsodize on the notion that 
America is going to usher in “the 
age of the Holy Ghost.” 

“Success,” especially in its mod- 
ern form, seems to be bad for 
seers. With few exceptions, once 
they become conscious that they 
have the ear of the wide world, 


they talk too much, and too often 
from no profound inner compul- 
sion. We need far fewer and far 
shorter books. Still more, we need 
unprofessional seers who know that 


their only hope for the victory that 
matters is in apparent defeat.

Edward Johnson Sings

DWARD JOHNSON, the favor- 
7 ably known Metropolitan Op- 
era tenor, gave a recital last 
night at the Young Men's Hebrew 
Association before an audience that 
was grateful and responsive and 
had reason to be. The Sunday con- 
cert was the second of a pair, the 
first having taken place Saturday 
afternoon for the benefit of chil- 
dren subscribers to the series. 

Everything about both recitals 
revealed the singer as a sensitive, 
intelligent artist and one, more- 
over, whose art was supported by 
a collateral culture. His programs 
were arranged to disclose a variety 
of moos and style rather than to 
parade the fact that the performer 
could sing in several languages. 
For that reason there were no hide- 
bound English, French and Ger- 
man groups. An old English melo- 
dy kept company with an early 
Italian art song, and an operatic 
aria was served as an encore to a 
group of songs in English. 

The distinguishing quality of 
Mr. Johnson’s singing was his ef- 
fective disclosure of any song’s es- 
sential meaning. In such a num- 
ber as “Vesti la Giubba,” from 
Pagliacci, where the sentiments in- 
yolved are rather obvious, the bur- 
den of expression fell rather heavi- 
ly on such purely physical attri- 
putes as the “ringing high note,” 
the tear in the larynx and the 
artist’s facial expression. But in 
Schumann's “Lotus Flower,” the 
delicate values called for the sensi- 
tive uses of shading and restraint.

One of the largest indoor religi- 
ous gatherings ever held anywhere 
was the four hundrefith anniver- 
sary rally of the Lutheran 
churches yesterday afternoon 
in the new Arena, commemo- 
rating the publication of Martin 
Luther's catechism in 1529. 

All the 21,000 seats were filled 
before the program began, and late 
comers to the number of 3000 or 
4000 stood on the ground floor and 
in the balcony, making an attend- 
ance estimated by the Arena man- 
agement at 24,000 or more. 


the 56 city and suburban congre- 
gations of the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, but there were 
delegations from the East Side 
communities, and from plac. out- 
side the metropolitan zone. 

Fifteen thousand copies of Lu- 
ther’s catechism were distributed 
to the children.

Prot. Walter A. Maier, Ph. D..

“Much of Protestantism today.” 
he said, “is a negative, unevangel- 
ical system which, serenely but de- 
terminately. disregards the word of 
God. In many Protestant denom- 


inations there are today hundreds 
of ministers who really protest 
against the Bible, against the in- 
spiration and inerrancy of Scr'ip- 
ture, instead of protesting in de- 
half of Bible truths and teachings 
as those brave men of 1529. 

“The ruin which soviet atheism 
has worked on Russia may be re- 
peated in our country if modern- 
ism is given complete sway. Mod- 
ernistic leaders have expressed 
their indorsement of what practi- 
cally amounts to free love, tempo- 
rary marriage and easy divorce and 
other destructive tendencies. Mod- 
ernism has laid this terrible iniqui- 
ty upon itself that instead of lead- 
ing men upward it forces them 
downward. In the wake that fol- 
lows modernism there has been 
an alarming increase of sin, crime 
and suicide. 

How He Would End Crime. 
“If the youth of our country 
would take to heart the words of 
Luther, We sheuld fear and love 
God that we may net despise our 
parents and masters nor provoke 
them to anger, but give them 
honor, serve and obey them and 
hold them in love and esteem,” we 
would not have such shameless dis- 
respect of parental authority and 
such a terrible juvenile crime wave. 
“If the husbands and wives, the 
fathers and mothers, the sons and 
the daughters of the United States 
be brought to read and follow the 
injunction of Luther, We should 
fear and love God, that we mary 
tead a chaste and decent life and 
each love and honor his spouse.’ 
we would not have such a fearfu! 
divorce rate and such a mountain 
of marital unhappiness. 

“When men claim there is no sin, 
that man can save himself, then 
we confess with Luther: ‘Christ. 
God and man, redeemed me 
from sin, death and devil, with His 


real comfort.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4. — One 
Missourian last year paid Federal 
taxes on a net income ranging be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000, 
according to the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s report, “Statistics on In- 
come for 1927.“ To conceal the 
identity of this taxpayer the de- 
partment consolidated the exact 
amount of this particular return 
with that of tive other Missouri 


taxpayers, The six had a total net 
which 


they paid a total tax of $1,033,565. 

Out of an estimated population 
Oo? 3.510.000 in Missouri, only 96,- 
407 filed Federal income tax re- 
turns for July 1, 1927. Of these 
returns only 54,129, or one out of 
every 65 of population, reported 
taxable incomes. Total income 


taxes collected in the State 
amounted to $13,738,256. The ev- 
erage net income reported was 
$5201.85 and the average tax was 
$142.50. In 1926 the returns num 
bered 99,509 and the average tax 
was $136. 

Estate taxes collected in Mis- 
souri for 1927 amounted to $1,- 
273,586. The coroporation tax 
amounted to $30,280,874. The to- 
tal collected from estates, corpo- 
rations and income sources was 
$45,292,716. 

No Return From One County. 


Of the 96,407 individual income 
tax returns filed for 1927, 51.859 
were from St. Louis and 8780 were 
from St. Louis County. Jackson 
County, in which Kansas City is lo- 
cated, reported 14,240 returns. Pu- 
laski County reported no persons 
having a taxable income under 
Federal laws. Shannon and Ma- 
ries counties reported five returns 
each, Taney 6 and Benton and Eol- 
linger 9 each. 

The 96,407 returns reported an

the title hunt. 

On the basis of the latest per- 
formances, the most powerful ar- 
rays are Pittsburg and Yale in the 

East. Notre Dame, Purdue and Min- 
nesota in the Middle West; Tennes- 
see; Kentucky, Vanderbilt and Tu- 
lane in the Southern Conference 
group; Utah in the Rocky Moun- 
tain area and California’s surpis- 
ing Golden Bears on the Pacific 
Coast. In the other main sectors, 
Texas Christian holds at least a 

temporary edge in the race for 
Southwestern Conference honors, 
while Oklahoma bars Nebraska’s 
path to the Big Six top. 

Of the “Big Four” contenders for 
national honors wlo entered Satur- 
day’s fray so confidently only Notre 
Dame and Pittsburg emerged with 

prospects that are brighter than be- 

+ fore, as a result of smashing victo- 
ries over Georgia Tech and Ohio 
State, respectively. 

Two Fall by Wayside. 
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Vein from Brown. 


Southern California and Dart- 
mouth fell by the wayside in two 
of the most sensational games of 
the season, the Trojans before the 
charge of California’s Bears, led 
by Benny Lom; the Dartmouth In- 
dians before the Blue, led by Albie 
Booth and “Hoot” Ellis, a new Eli 
hero. 

In spite of an early season set- 
back at the hands of Georgia, no 
team in the country looms any 
more formidable now than Yale, 
conqueror of Brown, Army and 
Dartmouth on successive Satur- 


‘days. 


The Boilermakers of Purdue, 
with one of the hardest-hitting 
backfields in the country, stepped 
into the national picture as well 
as the Big Ten lead by trimming 
Wisconsin for their fifth straight 
victory. Minnesota also has a 
clean slate, with Indiana as the 
latest victim, but the two remain- 
ing contenders for Western Confer- 
ence honors, held for the past two 
‘years by Illinois, do not meet this 
season. Minnesota tackles Iowa 
this week while Purdue has an 
easy intersectional assignment with 
Mississippi. 

This week’s program is featured 
by two of the most colorful East- 
West engagements of the year, 
with Army invading the stronghold 
of Illinois and Harvard journeying 
to Michigan, but defeats have al- 
tered their early promise of sig- 
nificance.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4-—John

“The wizard of the turf,” as he 
was called, had been ailing six 
weeks, but refused flatly to go to 
a hospital, contending he was all 
right, and would be out “almost 
any day.” He even would jump 
out of bed when friends called on 
him and go through sparring mo- 
tions to prove that he had the 
strength of which he had been in- 
ordinately proud all his life. 


His illness began with a heavy 
cold, which developed into light 
pneumonia. He apparently had re- 
covered and, according to some of 
his friends, was talking of return- 
ing to Hamburg place, his breel- 
ing farm on the Winchéster Pike, 
near Lexington, Ky., when a re- 
lapse came. He was 73 years old. 
He is survived by two sons, Joseph 
and Edward Madden. 

Madden was born in Bethlehem, 
Pa., in 1856, and from early. boy- 
hood turned to horses and made 
a fortune in the breeding and rac- 


As a horse trader he was pre-emi- 
nent and soon earned the name of 
the David Harum of the sport. He 
built up the biggest and most pre- 
tentious breeding farm in the 
country, a wide stretch of 2300 
acres of pastures and paddocks 
just outside Lexington, which he 
named Hamburg place after one 
of the most famous horses he ever 
bred and raced. | 


Was Athlete and Boxer. 


As a youth he earned fame as an 
athlete both in foot racing and 
boxing. Later he turned to the 
driving and training of trotters, 
and finally settled on the breeding, 
training and owning of thorough- 
bred runners. As a trainer he 
took rank with such masters as 
Jimmy Rowe and Sam Hildreth, 
both of whom have died since Aug. 
2. Madden is the fourth man of 
racing prominence to die within 
three months; Mars Cassidy, the fa- 
mous starter, was the other. 


Madden used to say that he 
founded his fortune of more than 
$2,000,000 by buying an old trotter 
named Robert McGregor with 
which he won $30,000 in purses 
With that nucleus he climbed and 
climbed. 

He used to say: “Every horse I 
own is for sale at a price,” and no 
man ever got better prices. He 
bred, raced and sold many of the 
great horses of the American turf 
and the records show that he sent 
out more than 6000 winners from 
his own farm. 

He was particularly proud of the 
fact that he bred no fewer than 
five Kentucky Derby winners—Sir 
Barton, Flying Ebony, Paul Jones, 
Rosebud and Zev. The last
